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Hoover-Navy League 
Sides Gird For Battle 





Bork sides in the Hoover-Gardiner 
controversy girded themselves for 
battle and victory this week—Mr. Hoo- 
ver with a hand-picked committee to 
vindicate his Naval conduct and the 
Navy League by “affirming its faith in 
the statements issued by the League’s 
officials” and welcoming “any impar- 
tial and comprehensive investigation 
which will throw much-needed light on 
the present conduct of American Naval 
Policy.” 

Both sides start off handicapped—Mr, 
Hoover by the public reaction against 
his personally conducted probe by a 
committee composed largely of his own 
political appointees and the Navy 
League by the public distaste for the 
phraseology of its personal attack on 
the President. 

At this writing, it is expected that 
the President’s committee will report 
any moment with its expected vindica- 
tion of Mr. Hoover. 

Each depends, however, on public 
opinion for ultimate victory. The 
President expects the country to sup- 
port his theory of a coast-defense 
Navy. The Navy League expects 
Congress and public opinion to back 
up their contention that a coast-de- 
fense Navy will not meet America’s 
needs nor fulfill the assurances given 
the people by the arms treaties. 

The President and the country looked 
forward with intense interest to the 
meeting of the Navy League’s execu- 
tive committee, which was held Thurs- 
day in the Washington law offices of 
Walter Bruce Howe, the chairman of 
the board of directors. It was the gen- 
erally expressed opinion that the Presi- 
dent was bolstered by the statement to 
the press made by Henry Breckinridge, 
a member of the League’s committee, 
in which he said, “I desire to dissociate 
myself from so much of the statement 
as speaks with disrespect of the Presi- 
dent of the United States,”

mittee to vindicate him without further

ALLING in line with the Presi- 
dent’s economy program, the War 
Department has cut its budget for the 
fiscal year 1933 approximately $44,- 
000,000 below the appropriations for 
the current year. This total cut in- 
cludes the non-military activities as 
well as the military. 

The announcement was made by 
Secretary of War Hurley at a confer- 
ence with newspaper men Nov. 5 at 
which time he said: 

“The War Department has settled 
with the Director of the Budget its 
proposed expenditures for the year be- 
ginning July 1, 1932—that is the 1933 
budget. 

“Following the insistence of the 
President for the utmost reduction in

expenses of all departments consonant 
with maintained efficiency of the ser- 
vices, the War Department, by vigor- 
ous economies and deferment of pro- 
grams not vital at this time has been 
able to cut its budget for 1933 approxi- 
mately $44,000,000 below the appro- 
priations for 1932. It is able to make 
these changes without decreasing the 
efficiency of the Army for National 
Defense or its training programs. 

“Under the universal rule of many 
years’ standing the details of the bud- 
get are confidential until they are com- 
municated by the President to Con- 
gress.” 

The Secretary steadfastly declined 
to discuss any phases of the cuts— 
whether the bulk of the burden falls

missioned or enlisted, is contemplated.

Ordnance Arsenals’ Value 
To National Defense Told 








(One. of the National Defense sub- 
jects which the American Legion is 
sponsoring and which will be brought 
up in Congress next session is that of 
the Ordnance arsenals. The Legion 
has adopted a report which urged that 
there be provided a sufficient manu- 
facture of munitions in time of peace 
at Government arsenals to keep alive 
the art of munitions and to enable 
rapid expansion in the event of war. 
In view of this the following author- 
ative article on the subject of Ord- 
nance arsenals will be of considerable 
interest.) 

RDNANCE arsenals for manufac- 

turing guns and ammunition for 
used by the armed forces of the United 
States have been in existence since the - 
Revolutionary War. There are six 
manufacturing arsenals which now pro- 
duce munitions, namely: 

Springfield Armory, established in 
1776 as a laboratory for the prepara- 
tion of all kinds of ammunition, and as 
a national armory for the manufacture 
of small arms in 1794. Springfield 
Armory now manufactures rifles, auto- 
matic rifles and machine guns. 

Watervleit Arsenal established in 
1813 produces cannon and breech mech- 
anism for cannon. 

Watertown Arsenal established

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Editors See Little to Praise in Methods of Lither Hoover or Gardiner 





N reviewing the editorial comment on the Hoover-Gardiner controversy two 

distinct trends are readily apparent—one, a reaction against the Navy League 

for the language used by Mr. Gardiner in personally attacking Mr. Hoover, and, 
the other, a reaction against Mr. Hoover’s form of reprisal. 





NDER the heading, “An Intemperate Attack,” the Brooklyn Standard Union 

(Republican), speaking of Mr. Gardiner, president of the Navy League. 
says: “His annoyance has evidently impaired his judgment as to the effective 
way to carry on his propaganda, and gives the impression that his opinions as 
to naval affairs are probably equally faulty.” The New Orleans Jtem (Demo- 
cratic) believes that “the 
League’s statement loses a 
good deal of its force by be- 
ing too forceful,” while the 
Canton, Ohio, Evening Re- 
pository and News asserts 
“The people faven’t any- 
thing against the Navy, but 
they are developing a 
hearty dislike for the Navy 
League.” 


As might be expected, in 
some sources the criticism 
of the Navy League was 
bitterly acrimonious. The 
South Manchester, Conn., 
Herald (Republican), under 
the title “Smash It!” comes 
out with “Such groups as 
the Navy League are the 
heart and soul of jingoism. 
Let them be eradicated.” 
The Norfolk Virginian Pilot 
(Democratic) sees the 
League “in its own field it 
is precisely the same kind 
of organization as the Anti- 
Saloon League and _ the 
American Tariff League.” 
The Lowell, Mass., Courier 
Citizen (Independent) says 
that “The Navy League is 
pretty generally regarded 
as a fanatical body of male 
and female chauvinists, de- 
voted to touting the cause 
of the biggest navy the tax- 
payers can be induced to re- 
gard as ‘adequate’.” 

In Kalamazoo, Mich., the 
Gazette (Independent) 
says, “The Navy League 
has rendered some distinct 
service in behalf of our sea 
defense, and as an organi- 
zation it is entitled to the 
public’s respect. It is not 
likely to enhance that re- 
spect a great deal, however, 
by hurling the charge of 
‘abysmal ignorance’ at the 
President simply because 
he does not happen to agree 
with all of its views.”

ERTAINLY, if the Navy 

League brought consider- 
able wrath down upon its own head, it is true also that at this writing Mr. 
Hoover has gained little esteem for his course of action. The Springfield, Mass., 
News, under the title “Hoover’s Lack of Self Control” observes, “President 
Hoover displays astonishing lack of self control in his bitter denunciation. * * * 
The Committee, hand picked, will be asked to study the program drafted by the 
executive who names the investigators. In other words the President will be 
reasonably certain before his inquiry board begins its study, that the report will 
be in his favor.” 

The Camden, N. J., Post (Republican) thinks it “Better that he followed the 
method of Coolidge, who is credited with saying: ‘When they’re agin’ me I 
don’t read ’em’, than appear thin-skinned.” 


HE Scripps-Howard papers, ardent Naval reductionists and supporters of Mr. 

Hoover in the last pre-election campaign, see the incident as another indica- 
tion of “A Very Thin Skin” on the part of the Chief Executive.

HE New York News

Accept Armament Truce 


PRECLUDING us from laying down 
any naval vessels during the com- 
ing year, except the four destroyers 
for which contracts were recently let, 
the United States on Oct. 31 accepted 
the proposal of the League of Nations 
for a one year drmaments truce. 
Although the constitutionality of 
the action of the President in entering 
into an agreement of this character 
has been questioned, there is no indica- 
tion as yet that the Senate will pro- 


test to this method of entering for- : 








their consent being given as a con- 
dition precedent to our undertaking 
being effective. Senator Borah, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, has come out backing 
President Hoover in his action, and 
unless a determined stand is taken by 
members of the Senate who see clearly 
the detrimental effect the truce will 
have upon the United States. it will 
be carried through. 

In a note to the Secretary General 
of the League of Nations, Secretary of 
State Stimson agreed to the resolu- 





30, stating that it was “the under- 
standing of this Government that the 
proposed truce shall not apply to con- 
struction which had been begun or 
for which contracts had been let prior 
to its entry into force.” 

Some 35 or 40 nations of the world 
have agreed to the truce to date, the 
Department of State is informed. Ac- 
cording to their information, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Japan, and Ger- 
many have accepted to date, but they 
have no information regarding the 
participation of Soviet Russia.

Four Killed on Colorado 

XPLOSION of a five-inch anti-air- 

craft gun on the USS Colorado 
near Santa Rosa Island, Calif., on Nov. 
6, killed one officer and three seamen, 
according to dispatches received in 
Washington yesterday. 

Those killed were: Lt. Ralph F. Brad- 
ford, Jr.; Seaman 2cl Lewis A. Clark;

Commander Erickson Killed 

T. COMDR. OSCAR W. ERICKSON, 

NSN, naval aviator, attached to the 

USS Saratoga, was killed Nov. 5 in at- 
tempting a landing on the carrier deck 
of that vessel. The plane swerved over 
the side of the carrier when the landing 
bar caught in the arresting gear on the 
deck, it was said, and although Com- 
mander Erickson was picked up a few 
minutes later, all efforts to revive him 
failed.

1816 manufactures gun forgings; sea- 
coast, anticraft and railway carriages; 
large caliber high explosive and armor 
piercing projectiles. 

Frankford Arsenal established in 
1816 manufactures small arms ammu- 
nition, artillery ammunition and fire 
control instruments. 

Rock Island Arsenal established in 
1862 manufactures mobile artillery car- 
riages; recoil mechanisms, and special 
automotive vehicles. Rock Island Ar- 
senal is also equipped to manufacture 
rifles. 

Picatinny Arsenal established in 1880 
manufactures powders, explosives and 
fuzes. 

In time of war Ordnance arsenals, 
expanded to their fullest capacity, 
would produce about five per cent of 
the munitions required in a major emer- 
gency. In time of peace these arsenals 
perform a dual function. First, they 
produce practically all of the ordnance 
materiel required for the peace-time 
activities of the Army. Secondly, they 
perform the function comparable to the 
relationship of the research and ex- 
perimental department of a great in- 
dustrial concern to Its production de- 
partment. In the case of the industrial 
concern, new items are first designed, 
developed and exhaustively tested in 
the experimental department Changes 
in design, or materials, are made while 
the article is in this experimental 
stage. When the item has satisfac- 
torily passed the exhaustive tests, so 
essential if it is to prove a commer- 
cial success, the design is turned over 
to the production departmient where 
it is re-worked to insure that it can be 
produced in quantity and at a price that 
will show a profit for the stockholders. 

In the case of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the manufacturing arsenals, to- 
gether with the proving ground main- 
tained at Aberdeen, constitute the re- 
search and development department. 
Items of ordnance equipment not pro- 
duced by industry because of their 
nature are manufactured at these arse- 
nals. Pilot models of new designs are 
built at the arsenals and tested at the 
proving ground. After successfully 
passing the proving ground tests the 
pilot model is submitted to the using 
service for exhaustive tests to deter- 
mine if it will fulfill the tactical re- 
quirement for which it was designed. 
If the item satisfactorily passes the 
service tests it becomes the standard 
for future procurement. Specifications 
are prepared and a description of man- 
ufacture written for use in war-time 
procurement. The item has now reached 
the stage where, if it were being pro- 
duced by a great industrial concern it 
would be turned over to the production 
department for criticism and changes 
necessary to secure rapid and econom- 
ical production. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment in peace-time refers the specifi- 
cations, drawings and description of 
manufacture to American industry for 
constructive criticism. In future wars, 
as in the World War, American indus- 
try must produce the bulk of munitions 
required by our Army. It is, there- 
fore, assential that Ordnance designs 
be so prepored that they can readily 
be produced in emergency by industry 
with the equipment available. 

Many of the items of ordnance 
equipment required by our Army are 
special, with no provision for peace- 
time production in the great industrial 
centers of the country. For these spec- 
ial items it is absolutely essential that 
a knowledge of the manufacturing 
methods necessary to produce them be 
kept alive. It is equally important that 
progress be made in the development 
of ordnance that will at least be com- 
parable with the developments made 
by industry in the production of items 
necessary for the health and well being 
of our people. It is essential that the 
materiel placed in the hands of our 
troops be equal to and preferably su- 
perior to that used by any other coun- 
try. Proper inspection of material 
manufactured in an emergency is abso- 
lutely necessary if it is to function as 
intended. Maintenance of a nucleus of 
trained personnel at the arsenals in 
time of peace automatically insures 
facilities for training skilled inspectors 
in an emergency. Manufacture of new 
designs at the arsenals in peace time 
in sufficient quantity to equip the Reg- 
ular Army and National Guard and to 
maintain essential reserves insures 
keeping alive the art of manufacturing

proximately $44,000,000 less than “the 
appropriations for 1932.” In this a 
keen comparison apparently was be- 
ing made between the budget now un- 
der consideration and the entire War 
Department appropriations for 1932 
and not a comparison between this 
year’s budget and last year’s budget. 

The 1932 regular War Department 
appropriation bill totaled $446,565,735 
purposes, $99,596,084 for non-military 
purposes, 99,596,084 for non-military 
and $11,495,686 for the Panama 
Canal). However, in addition there 
were other appropriations for the War 
Department included in the Emergency 
Employment appropriation bill and in 
the deficiency bills, these extras total- 
ing about $35,000,000 for War Depart- 
ment disbursement. Thus, if this bud- 
get now being prepared for 1933 is 
$44,000,000 less than the appropria- 
tions for 1932 it is only about $9,000,- 
000 less than the War Department 
regular appropriation bill for 1932 and 
should represent a total of about $437,- 
500,000. 

Last year the carrying forward of 
the Housing Program was provided 
for in the Budget, but this year there 
are no further authorizations so there 
can be no appropriations until after 
additional authorizations have been 
made by Congress. Thus this item 
will not be represented by any large 
sum in the budget. 

As for the Air Corps program, while 
the original act contemplated comple- 
tion of 1,800 serviceable planes by the 
end of the current fiscal year such will 
not be the case as the total number of 
planes (disregarding the significance 
of the word “serviceable”’) will fall 
33 short of that goal. If a total of 
1,800 should be reached, the number 
of replacements which would be need- 
ed anually in order to keep this total 
constant would be about 325. Whether 
or not the budget now under con- 
sideration contemplates providing the 
necessary replacements and in addition 
supplying planes to overcome the ex- 
isting shortage is considered doubtful.

Coast Artillery School 


SEVERAL impor‘ant changes in the 

school program were effective with 
the beginning of the present school 
year. Equitation for both the ad- 
vanced and battery officers classes was 
reduced from two to one period each 
week. This will result in additional 
time to be devoted to artillery sub- 
jects and a probable reduction in the 
number of casualties which have ex- 
isted to reduce the class room attend- 
ance in previous years. 

For the Advanced course, the time 
devoted to seacoast and antiaircraft 
materiel, gunnery and firing has been 
extended from eight weeks to nine 
weeks and a two-day practical exer- 
cise at Ft.

For the Battery Officers’ Course, 
orientation has been increased 7.5 
hours. Motor transportation has been 
increased 25 hours; submarine mining 
has been increased 10.5 hours, and a 
two-day practical exercise at Ft. Story 
added. 

The beginning of the Special Course 
for National Guard and Reserve Offi- 
cers was advanced to the second week 
of school so that this class may have 
antiaircraft firing with the advanced 
class, thus materially reducing the 
troop requirement. 

In the absence of antiaircraft tests 
or exercises at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground during the school year, the 
classes will not receive the benefit of 
a visit to that place as formerly. How- 
ever, an opportunity was furnished 
for the students to attend the impor- 
tant technical searchlight tests and ex- 
ercises held at Ft. Humphreys in Sep- 
tember and October. 

Consideration is being given to the 
matter of again conducting a battle 
practice at Ft. Story and a minor joint 
exercise with the Navy. The school 
personnel, both students and instruct- 
ors, participated in those held last 
year and gained valuable instruction 
which constituted an important addi- 
tion to the school program and provided 
a desirable relief from class work. In 


addition to battle practice, terrain ex- |~ 


ercises and tac‘ical rides were con- 
ducted to afford political application 
of the principles and doctrines of war. 

The Advance Engineering Course 
has been extended two weeks to pro- 
vide time for additional ins‘ruction in 
Submarine Mining, care of storage 
batteries and orientation.

Rebukes Peace Foundation 


(THE following statement calling at- 

tention to certain misleading state- 
ments contained in a press release is- 
sued by the World Peace Foundation 
regarding the comparative costs of the 
world navies, was given out by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams, Nov. 2: 

“My attention has been caHed to a 
statement issued for press release by 


.the World Peace Foundation, and sub- 


sequently reported in the press, in 
which the United States is charged 
with having expended ‘or assigned for 
use by its Navy, $310,5277,795 more 
than the British Navy enjoyed in the 
fiiscal year 1930. The press release 
states, among other things, that ‘our 
Navy (meaning the United States) had 
the use of $553,378,505, the British of 
$242,850,71.’ 

“The statement is an interpretation 
by the World Peace Foundation from 
the Official Journal of the League of 
Nations, which publication, recently is- 


sued, is sold at the World Peace 
Foundation’s office in Boston. The 
Foundation’s interpretative statement 


leaves its readers with the impression 
that in 1930 the United States ex- 
pended $553,378,505 on its Navy, and 
that Great Britain’s naval expenditures 
were $242,850,711. 

“The explanation offered by the 
World Peace Foundation, and termed 
by that organigation ‘a most surpris- 
ing revelation,’ is extremely misleading. 
A closer analysis reveals that in the 
fiscal year 1930, the United States ex- 
pended $375,291,828 for its Navy, and 
the British Empire an amount esti- 
mated at $349,927,670. And this does 
not take into account the many differ- 
ences resulting from the relative pur- 
chasing power of the dollar—such as 
cost of labor, cost of material, pay 
of personnel, and other factors—all of 
which reflect unfairly against the 
United States in comparisons of total 
expenditures between the United States 
and foreign powers. 

“It is a matter of serious concern 
to the Navy that organizations within 
the boundaries of our country, with- 
out seeking accuracy which could eas- 
ily have been secured, interpret na- 
tional defense statistics in a manner 
insidiously inimical to the United States 
and in a manner favorable to the na- 
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Guardia Fights Bandits 


WO contacts with bandits in Nicar- 

agua, resulting in the death of three 
bandits, were reported Nov. 2 to the 
Navy Department by Brig.

tional defense interests of foreign pow- 
ers. 

“Such interpretations as that made 
by the World Peace Foundation would 
seem to make it necessary to point out 
the difficulties of estimating from fig- 
ures the costs of navies of the world. 
There is no method of arriving at an 
exact comparison of the relative costs 
of navies, though we may estimate the 
ratios on a large scale through an ex- 
amination of the cost of labor in va- 
rious countries; not only that labor 
which goes into the cost of a naval 
ship’s construction, but also that which 
comprises its maintenance and opera- 
tion. 

“Conservatively speaking, ninety per 
cent of the construction cost of a naval 
ship is returned to the country in labor 
wages, and on this basis, it costs two 
and two-tenths times as much to build 
a ship in the United States as it does 
in Great Britain, three and three-tenths 
as much as in Europe, and over five 
times as much as in Japan. 

“The same element, labor, plays a 
similar part in the cost of mainten- 
ance and operation of navies. Because 
of the American standard of living, not 
only is the pay of our enlisted per- 
sonnel and lower officer grades more 
than in other navies— in some of which 
the pay is practically nil, due to the 
conscript system of enrollment—but 
also the standard of food, clothing, and 
recreation furnished is correspondingly 
higher. 

“A clearer conception of the com- 
parative maval costs of the United 
States and of other naval powers may 
be obtained by an examination of dia- 
grams prepared in the Navy Depart- 
ment. Though there are differences in 
the periods upon which these calcula- 
tions are based, the Department has 
taken the latest complete reliable data 
available to governmental authorities, 
and believes that the ratios would-vary 
but slightly if it were humanly possible 
to reduce the various factors to a com- 
mon date denominator. 

“There are these two points to be 


| noticed in examining the Department’s 


diagrams. First, no attempt has been 
made, even though the resulting con- 
trast would be highly favorable to the 
United States, to take into account the 
relative purchasing power of the dol- 
lar when converting foreign moneys 
into American dollars. The conversion 


| shown in the diagrams is at average 


standard exchange for 1930. Second, 
the naval budgets for the air forces of 
the United Kingdom, France and Italy 
—all of whom have air forces separate 
from, but serving with their navies 
and armies—are not shown. There is 
no way of stating exactly the propor- 
tional cost of the air forces serving 
the navies of these three powers. If 
we assume, however. that the propor- 
tion of military air force serving their 
navies is the same as the proportion 
of total military planes serving the 
Amgrican Navy, then we will approach 
a closer estimate, and will add to the 
cost of the British Navy (less Domin- 
ions), as shown in the diagrams, $51,- 
000,000, to the French Navy $44,999,- 
000, and to the Italian Navy $20,500,- 
000, increasing substantially thereby 
their total budgets and costs per cap- 
ita. 

“Even with these two important fac- 
tors omitted in the Department’s 
diagrams because of the impossibility 
of computing them, the data presented 
therein reveal that although the United 
States’ naval budget is greater than 
that of foreign powers, the ratio of the 
U. S. naval budget to national income 
is much less than that of other leading 
naval powers. For the American 
standard of living, we have a compar- 
atively inexpensive naval _ establish-

A varied schedule of unusual scope 
was announced for the week com- 
mencing Nov. 2, by Maj.

wt THE COUNTRY generally designates as the “President’s own com- 
mittee,” and Rear Admiral Rodman describes as a “court-martial,” is now 
dealing with the charges of falsehood and distortion of fact directed by the Chief 
Executive against Mr. Gardiner, president of the Navy League. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the executive committee of the league, whose members include 
former Assistant Secretary of the Navy Robinson and former Senator Wads- 
worth, both staunch Republicans, has affirmed its faith in Mr. Gardiner’s state- 
ments, and has called for an impartial and comprehensive investigation. Ob- 
viously, the league has the view generally taken by the country of the inquiry 
being conducted by the President’s own committee. Press comment discloses 
these criticisms: 
1—That the President “packed” the committee with his subordinates and 
personal and political friends. 
2—That the President has limited the scope of investigation so as to exclude 
his policies from consideration. 
38—That the President has denied to Mr. Gardiner the right enjoyed by any 
American, to answer the charges and to do so by offering evidence in support of 
his statements. 

4—That the committee’s proceedings are of the “hush, hush” or star chamber 
variety and deprive the people of the opportunity to learn the facts. 

5—Finally, that the personnel of the committee is such that Mr. Gardiner 
must be found guilty and the vindication of the President thereby asserted. 

We think that the President finds he has the bear by the tail. It is already 
apparent that the country will not accept the conclusions of his own committee. 
Indeed, the door has been opened wide for the facts to come trooping out. And 
‘while no committee will agree with the Gardiner charge of “abysmal ignorance” 
there is little doubt the peome generally will question a policy which prevents 
the United States from possessing that equality upon the seas, which its vital 
interests require, and which the administration, with a blare of trumpets, de- 
clared had been achieved by the London Treaty. 





ii MAY BE EXPECTED that the report of the President’s own committee will 

be merely preliminary to a thorough investigation of the state and needs 
of the Navy by Congress. It may be the latter investigation will be even wider, 
and involve the entire question of our national defense. There is no doubt that in 
creating the committee the President committed a tactical blunder, so far as 
public opinion is concerned. Limitation of the examination of this committee 
to the records is regarded, even by Republican newspapers, as another blunder. 





"THERE IS NO CUT IN PAY Secretary Hurley says in connection with his 
announcement of the slash he has made in the estimates for the support of 
the Army. Why should this be offered as a sop to a service already suffering 
from inadequate compensation? The country well knows that the Army, as 
well as the Navy and Marine Corps, are under-salaried, and that if anything at 
all should be done about pay it should be in the form of an increase. Because 
of conditions the services willingly agreed to stand aside and cheerfully bear 
their share of the depression, although any investigation would disclose that the 
cost of living still bears heavily upon their members as compared even with those 
in civil life where wages have been reduced. Adding the amounts eliminated by 
the secretaries of the War and Navy Departments, National Defense has been 
weakened by approximately $105,000,00 or between 12 and 15 per cent. The 
effect is bound to be damaging, unless Congress, with the backing of the public, 
should reject the unfortunate policy Mr. Hoover is endeavoring to impose. 





HERE PERSISTS THE QUESTION of whether or not the Navy should have 

parity, as provided by the London Treaty, and as pledged to the country when 
that treaty was signed and submitted to the Senate for ratification. The Presi- 
dent’s own committee is apparently not to pass upon this question. Nevertheless, 
that is the fundamental question. In his Navy Day statement, the President 
apparently spoke for a Navy able merely to prevent Invasion of the Continental 
United States. Representative French, chairman of the Naval subcommittee of 
the Appropriations committee of the House of Representatives, in an article in 
the Saturday Evening Post, argues that the London Treaty only provided parity 
us something the country could build up to or not, as it chose, and that there was 
no agreement or understanding that we should take this action. Senator Reed, 
a member of the Delegation which negotiated this treaty, differs with Mr. 
French. He wants parity realized. This difference is welcomed in political circles, 
since it will so cloud the waters as to enable the adoption of a policy inimical 
te the application of the principle of equality which was first enunciated at 
the Washington conference and for which we paid by the surrender of superior- 
ity. The effect of this maneuver is to cause the appearance of a demand that 
there be determination of what shall be our fundamental naval policy. 





ii SEEMS TO US that this question can be answered and answered quickly 

and effectively. We call the attention of the President and Congress to the 
recommendations made by the General Board in 1927. Those recommendations 
contemplated a well balanced Navy, strong enough to protect our great com- 
mercial interest, our over-seas possessions, the Panama Canal, as well as our 
homeland. They are worthy of study, especially by the President and by Con- 
gress. The General Board, which represents the best naval thought, realizes 
the financial situation of tne country, and is as unwilling as any official to place 
undue burden upon the taxpayer. But it has a grave responsibility as well—that 
of adequately providing for our sea defense. To meet the conditions which exist, 
it is as strongly for disarmament as is the President. It desires only that the

Policy for Selection of Officers for C and GS School—Qualifications for the selec- 
tion of 94 officers for the 1932-1934 course at the Command and General Staff 
School, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., have been established by the Secretary of War 
with the view to selecting those officers who will be able to render an amount of 
service that will justify the expense incurred in their education. 

Officers selected for the course must be above the grade of first lieutenant, 
and less than 48 years of age on Sept. 1, 1932. At least one-half of the quota 
must be less than 40 years of age on that date. They must be in good physical 
condition, and, as far as possible, graduates of their special service schools in the 
class of 1930 or earlier. In general they must have an efficiency rating of “ex- 
cellent” or better. 

It is directed that no officer be selected who does not possess such qualifica- 
tions or will not justify his training for high command and General Staff duty. 

The Chiefs of Arms and Services have been enjoined not to adhere too 
closely to seniority, but to secure the best men available, so as to provide for 
the completion of their training while the officers are still of an age to render 
an amount of service that will justify the expense incurred in their education. 

Chiefs of Arms and Services are directed to submit their lists not later than 
Dec. 1, 1931. 

The Secretary of War has directed the following apportionment of student 
officers for the 1932-1934 course: Secretary of War, 10; Chief of Infantry, 34; 
Chief of Cavalry, 9; Chief of Field Artillery, 11; Chief of Coast Artillery, 8; 
Chief of Air Corps, 8; Chief of Engineers, 3; Chief Signal Officer, 2; Adjutant 
General, 1; Quartermaster General, 3; Surgeon General, 2; Chief of Ordnance, 
2, and Chief of Chemical Warfare Service, 1. This makes a total of 94 officers 
to be selected.

Study Transfer to Judge Advocate General's Department—The matter of trans- 
ferring to the Judge Advocate General’s Department, officers of other arms and 
services who are graduates of law schools is under consideration by the War 
Department. 

The War Department is circularizing officers holding law degrees with a 

view to determining those who desire transfer now or at a later date.

Annual Reports of Army Branch Chiefs.—In response to requests from newspaper 
correspondents, Secretary of War Hurley has this year authorized the Press Re- 
lations section of G-2, War Department General Staff, to make available to the 
newspaper men the full texts of the annual reports made by the chiefs of branches 
to the Secretary of War. In past years the texts of such reports have been con- 
fidential, the Secretary and Chief of Staff using them as a basis for ‘making their 
own annual reports to the President and Congress. Previously the officers in 
charge of Press Relations have gleaned from the branch reports extracts of general 
interest for release to the press. 

In accordance with the Secretary’s authorization the original copy of each 
of the branch reports will be kept on file in the Press Room for the use of news- 
paper men who will be permitted to read the reports for themselves. 

Full summaries of the reports will appear in the Army and Navy Jounral 
as follows: Issue of Nov. 14, Chief of Cavalry, Chief of Ordnance, Chief of Air

“International Disarmament Notes.”—Representative Ross A. Collins, ranking 
Democrat of the House subcommittee on military appropriations, has a “specially 
contributed” article in the current “Press Clip Sheet” distributed by the National 
Council for Prevention of War. The clip sheet, entitled “International Disarmaa- 
ment Notes,” is one of the propaganda disseminating mediums of the pacifistic 
organization. 

In his article, Representative Collins repeats his announcement, recorded in 
the Journal some weeks ago, that he wili propose army cuts in personnel and 
equipment totaling $60,000,000. He advocataes eliminating 4,000 officers from 
the active list. 

The pacifists are so proud of Mr. Collins’ “specially contributed” article that 
in addition to distributing the printed clip sheet they sent around a mimeograph 
article telling about it. The releases also have “specially contributed” articles 
by two representatives of international organizations—“International Labor Head 
Blames World Unrest on Social Evils,” by Leifur Magnusson, director of the 
Washington office of the International Labor Organization; and “Aviator League 
Head Calls for World Peace Air Force,” by Clifford B. Harmon, president and 
founder of the International League of Aviators.

Annual Cost of Enlisted Man—Many factors are involved in estimating the 
annual cost per enlisted man in the Regular Army, National Guard, Organized 
Reserve, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 
The estimated cost for one enlisted man, as stated by the War Department, is 
$755.02 for the regular Army; $99.94 for the National Guard; $52.43 for the 
Organized Reserve; $31.76 for the ROTC, and $81.70 for the CMTC. 

These estimates have been based on the assumption that the items properly 
chargeable to an enlisted man are the cost of his procurement, his pay, what 
he consumes or uses and discards and the allowance made him on his separa- 
tion from the service. 

It is also based on the assumption that the cost of service branches such as 
the Quartermaster Corps, Medical Corps, Ordnance Department, Finance De- 
partment, etc., while necessarily part of the cost of the Military Establish- 
ment are not properly chargeable to the individual enlisted man. 

* * 

Navy Medal Award Board Reconstructed—Reconstruction of the Navy Depart- 
ment Permanent Board of Awards, enlarging its scope and giving it continuous 
existence apart from its individual members, was ordered this week by the 
Secretary of the Navy. In the past the Board of Awards was designated by 
the Secretary by issuing orders to a selected officer appointing him senior 
member and notifying him of the identity of the other members. When the 
senior member of the board was relieved from duty thereon, it became neces- 
sary to reappoint a new board in the manner outlined. 

Hereafter, it is provided, the board will consist of “One (1) member from 
the Office of Naval Operations, to be designated by the Chief of Naval Operations, 
one (1) member from the General Board, to be designated by the Senior Member 
of the General Board, and one (1) member from the Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, to be designated by the Major General Commandant. The officer in 
charge of the officers’ records, Bureau of Navigation, will act as recorder.” 

No change of personnel is necessary under this new precept as Rear Adm. 
J. R. Y. Blakely, senior member of the board, is a member of the Navy General 
Board, Rear Adm. Frank Clark, as Director of Fleet Training, is in the Office 
of Naval Operations, and the third member is Brig. Gen. John T. Myers, Assist- 
ant Commandant of the Marine Corps. Lt. Comdr. William I. Causey, Jr., the 
recorder, is the officer in charge of officers’ records, Bureau of Navigation. 

In accordance with the other change to be effected, the Board of Awards 
will have charge of the matter of campaign medals, being directed to “convene 
at the Navy Department from time to time as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of recommending to the Secretary of the Navy appropriate awards of the 
Medals of Honor, Distinguished Service Medals, Navy Crosses, Distinguished 
Flying Crosses, with citations, and Life Saving Medals for those persons of 
the U. S. Naval Service whose names may be referred to it for consideration, 
and also make recommendations as to General Orders for Campaign Medals and 
changes therein.” Hitherto the matter of campaign medals was not placed 
directly under any office, and past recommendations as to campaign medals 
had their origin in different sections of the Bureau of Navigation. 

The Navy Department Permanent Board of Awards is the outgrowth of 
the Vera Cruz expedition and the World War. Following the near-scandal of 
the award of Medals of Honor for participation in the Vera Cruz landing 
parties and the trouble experienced in handling equitably the great number of 
recommendations for awards in the World War, a board was convened in March, 
1919, to consider war decorations, which had been augmented by the creation 
of the Distinguished Service Cross, Distinguished Flying Cross, and Navy Cross. 
After the dissolution of this board in June, 1920, awards of medals were 
handled as they had been before the war, until February, 1927, when the 
present agency was created. Although recommendations for recognition of 
World War service are still considered by the board, the greatest part of its 
work has been, during the past year or so, confined to the peace-time accom- 
plishments of naval personnel and the feats of members of Marine expedi- 
tionary forces.

Improved Primer for AA Guns—The completion and final adoption of an improved 
design of primer for the anti-aircraft guns is about to be realized, it has been 
stated by the Ordnance Department. Also the delivery of Directors M2 is ex- 
pected to begin this month, and the current production order for Depression 
Finders has been completed at Frankford Arsenal. 

The new type primer involves the use of the same primer head as is 
standard for the 100 gr. Percussion Primer, which is used in these guns. The 
only change, then, will be the substitution.for the present “drawn” body of a 
longer primer body made of brass tubing. Such a simple solution for the 
ignition problem is considered gratifying by the Ordnance Department, since 
no cartridge case modifications will be necessary and since the longer body 
made of tubing costs scarcely more than the short body made by the draw- 
ing process. 

The Delivery of Directors, M2, on the current manufacturing order is ex- 
pected to begin Nov. 15. These instruments, with their transmission systems, 
are being manufactured by an industrial firm of instrumentespecialists. 

The current production order for Depression Position Finders, M1, has been 
completed at Frankford Arsenal, and the instruments are ready for shipment 
to their assignments.

This contemplates an official 
mission. The ill health of Admiral Jones did not, therefore, constitute a neces- 
sity of his official mission and furnished no basis for the payment by the United 
States of the expenses of transportation on a foreign vessel.”

The Army and Unemployment—Many suggestions have been made regarding the 
desirability of having the Army handle the unemployment situation, the pro- 
posals most frequently taking the form of having the unemployed enlisted in the 
service for short terms. Undoubtedly greater discussion will be given the pro- 
posal when Congress meets. 

Such a procedure, while it is held in some quarters that it would more or 
less upset Army training plans for a while, would have the great merit of turning 
back to civil life at the conclusion of the crisis a large contingent or men who 
have had the benefit of some military training. Certainly the physical condition 
of the trainees would be improved. 

Recently Maj. Youir M. Marks, USA-Ret., was quoted by the Hearst papers, 
im connection with the administering of the $5,000,000,000 prosperity loan pro- 
posed by William Randolph Hearst, as follows: 

“The General Staff of the United States Army could be ordered to make 
preparations to register, clothe, subsist and house at least 100,000 men in labor 
_ a 30 days and progressively thereafter up to 1,000,000 within 90 days, 
possible. 

“The use of the Army—particularly the commissioned personnel—is advo- 
cated because machinery for handling the large task will be immediately avail- 
able and can be set in motion before cold weather. Further than the saving of 
time, this staff is already in the employ of the Government and no funds for 
Salaries beyond those now paid need be used. 

“The Engineer Corps of the Army built the Panama Canal and is eminently 
fitted to handle such a project as this. The officers of the General Staff are all 
€xperienced in planning for the employment and care of large bodies of men, all | 
having been in the World War.”

Direct Prompt Return of Efficiency Reports—Adjutants general of the various 
States are being notified by the Militia Bureau requesting that efficiency reports 
on National Guard officers should be made as quickly as practicable following 
a change of status of an officer and subsequent to the regular reporting periods.

New York—The record of 93.7% in 
pistol and revolver record firing was 
made by the 27th Tank Company at 
Ft. George G. Meade, Md., during their 
period in camp. Of the three officers 
and sixty-one men that fired the course, 
thirty qualified as experts, fifteen as 
sharpshooters and fifteen as marksman. 
Only four men failed to qualify. Lt. 
T. “A. Northam, commanding the 2nd 
Platoon, 4th Tank Company, who was 
range officer, stated that this is one 
of the best record firings with pistol 
that he has ever witnessed. 

The individual record for pistol and 
revolver firing was made by Pvt. 1st Cl. 
Edward W. Chavanne, with a score 
of 97.3. The two runners-up were Pvt. 
Norman Baker with a score of 96.8, 
and Pvt. Louis Schepp with 96.5. 

Capt. C. H. St. Germaine (DOL), at- 
tributes the making of these records 
to the armory range practice under 
the able direction of ist Lt. John G. 
Priore, a member of the New York 
Police Department. 

The Company did exceptionally well 
in every other phase of its camp tour. 
Every man qualified in tank driving 
and maintenance, machine gun and 37 
mm. firing and nomenclature.

No NG Refresher Course 


ONSISTENT with the economy pro- 

gram it has been announced by the 
Militia Board that National Guard of- 
ficers of the Infantry branch will not 
be authorized to attend refresher 
courses at the Infantry School, Ft.

MY: GEN. COMMANDANT 
GEORGE FRANK ELLIOTT, 
USMC, ret., died at his home in the 
Jefferson Apartments, 1204 16th 
street, NW, Washington, D. C., Nov. 4. 

General Elliott was born in Utah, 
Ala., Nov. 30, 1846. He was appointed 
to the U. S. Military Academy in 1868 
and was honorably discharged June, 
1870. In ctober, 1870, he was ap- 
pointed 2nd lieutenant, Marine Corps, 
by the President of the United States. 

In 1894, when the USS Baltimore 
was sent to China to protect American 
interests during the war between 
China and Japan, General Elliott, then 
a captain, was Marine officer of the 
fleet. It was then he performed his 
outstanding military achievement, a 
forced night march on Seoul, 31 miles 
through submerged rice fields, in 11 
hours. 

In 1898 he destroyed a well near 
Guantanamo, Cuba, which was the 
water supply for the Spanish forces. 
For this exploit he was advanced three 
numbers in grade. 

For distinguished service in dislodg- 
ing a group of insurgents near Nova- 
leta he was officially commended by 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

In February, 1906, he was awarded 
a commemorative medal for his part 
in preparation of the Government ex- 
hibit at the Louisiana Exposition. He 
was appointed commandant of the 
corps in May, 1903. 

General Elliott is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Annis M. Elliott, 2400 Six- 
teenth Street, Washington, D. C., who 
is a daughter of Commander Badger, 
USN, and a sister of Rear Adm. 
Charles J. Badger, USN, of Washing- 
ton, and by a daughter, Mrs. Harold 
Reisinger, wife of Colonel Reisinger, of 
the Paymasters’ Department of the 
Marine Corps. 

Although he was retired more than 
20 years ago, General Elliott always 
kept in touch with the affairs of the 
corps. 

Burial was in Arlington National 
Cemeter, Nov. 6, with full miltary hon- 
ors.

Naval Officers’ Views 
i the controversy over the adequate- 
ness of our naval strength which 
has been before the public eye of late, 
there is a tendency on the part of many 
to discount the opinion of Naval officers 
on the ground that “of course, they 


have always wanted as large a Navy | 


as they can get.” 

In this connection of late, many 
newspapers have asked “what is the 
view of the leading naval officers re- 
garding our naval needs.” 

That this “big Navy” idea is unfair 
and untrue is of course apparent to 


any one familiar with the facts. It is 
so easily forgotten that the stand which 
was taken by our Government at the 
Geneva Naval Limitation Conference in 
1927 called for a lower cruiser tonnage 
than that agreed upon at London last 


year, and that the Geneva meeting had | 
to be adjourned because an agreement | 
could not be reached in the cruiser con- | 


troversy, which involved the refusal of 
the British to come down to our limi- 
tation on cruiser tonnage as much as 


the disagreement over the 6-inch and | 


8-inch gun vessels. 

At Geneva our delegates, on advice 
of the General Board, proposed that 
the conference adopt the following 
cruiser limitations as a basis of dis- 
cussion: 
United States 


British Empire..250,000 to 300,000 tons 
Japan ° 


As will be remembered, the British | 
refused to consider any cruiser limita- | 
tion as low as this and the conference ' 


was adjourned without accomplishing 
anything. The United States at Gen- 


eva, acting on the advice and recom- | 


mendation of the Navy Department and 
the Navy General Board, was asking 
not for a large Navy, nor for one con- 
sisting of a certain number of ships, 
but for an equal Navy. 


Adequately setting forth the view of | 


the Navy are the following words of 
the Hon. Hugh Gibson, senior repre- 
sentative of the United States, spoken 
in his concluding address before the 
Geneva Conference: 

“From the first, however, we encoun- 
tered a serious difficulty in the claim 
of the British Government that it 
needed a considerably larger number of 
cruisers than it now possesses. Instead 
of the 48 cruisers now in service, the 
British Empire delegation has set forth 
in the report of the Technicai Commit- 
tee a need for 15 8-inch gun cruisers 
and 55 cruisers of a smaller type, a to- 
tal of 70. The claim for these figures 
was defended on the ground of the ab- 
solute naval needs of the Empire. The 
American delegation has never been 
able to reconcile the conception of ab- 
solute naval needs with the negotiation 
of a treaty to fix limitations on the 
basis of mutual concessions. If the 
sole purpose of our negotiation be that 
of setting forth the view of each Power 
as to its requirements without regard 
to the navies of others, it is difficult 
to see how we can arrive at a treaty 
for the real limitation of navies. Fur- 
ther, we have not yet been able to un- 
derstand why, in a time of profound 
peace and at the moment that we are

way, to creat that “propitious psycho- 
logical atmosphere for world peace” 
which has been much talked about. 

Until the texcs of Great Britain and 
Japan’s acceptances. to the holiday 
agreement have been received in this 
country it cannot be determined with 
accuracy what the effect of the truce 
will be, for in their last report to the 
League of Nations of vessels built, 
building, and appropriated for but not 
laid down, these two nations 
showed a sizable amount of tonnage in 
the latter status. 

In a report dated Aug. 21, Great 
Britain listed 36,650 tons of cruisers, 
destroyers, and submarines as appro- 
priated for but not yet building, and 
Japan on Sept. 10, showed 52,058 tons 
in this category. Until information 
is received as to whether this tonnage 
was excepted from the building truce 
or not, it is impossible to determine 
what our loss of position will be. How- 
ever, it is clear that even if the unex- 
pected happens and this tonnage is not 
exempted from the holiday, our rela- 
tive position with respect to Great 
Britain and Japan will be lower a: the

Text of Acceptance 

Following apears the text of the 
State Department acceptance of the 
one year armament truce: 

“The Secretary of State presents his 
compliments to the Secretary General 
of the League of Nations, and with 
reference to the latter’s note of Oc- 
tober 2 with regard to an armaments 
truce proposed by the Assembly, has 
the honor to make the 
declaration: 

“*The Government of the United 
States has received the resolution of 
the Council of the League of Nations 
of September 30, 1931, suggesting an 
armaments truce and declares that, 
without prejudicing its position at the 
forthcoming General Disarmament 
Conference or affec‘ing any proposal it 
may desire to submit to that Confer- 
ence, it is prepared, for the period of 
one year beginning Nov. 1, 1931, to 
accept the truce, provided that like ac- 
tion is taken by the other principal 
miliary and naval powers. 

“Tt is the understanding of this 
Government that the proposed truce 
shall not apply to construction which 
has been begun or for which contracts 
had been let prior to its entry into 
force. 

“‘The Government of the United 
States hopes that by a unanimous ac-

Heads Marine Aviators 


M+: ROY S. GEIGER, USMC, has 

been appointed officer-in-charge of 
Marine Corps Aviation, Bureau of 
Aeronautics, to succeed the late Col. 
Thomas C. Turner, USMC. Major 
Geiger reported for his new duties on 
Nov. 6. 


Major Geiger, who was in command 
of aircraft squadrons Brown Field, 
Quantico, Va., when named to head 
Marine Aviation, was born Jan. 25, 
1885, at Middleburg, Fla. He enlisted 
in the Marine Corps March 2, 1907, 
and was appointed second lieutenant, 
Marine Corps, in 1909. He was in com- 
mand of the Legation Guard, Ameri- 
can Legation, Peking, China, from 1914 
to 1916, and qualified as a naval avia- 
tor June 9, 1917. 

For his service in France during the 
World War he was awarded the Navy 
Cross, with the following sitation: 


“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession as Commanding Of- 
ficer of Airplane Squadron No. 2, in 
which capacity he trained and led the 
squadron on bombing raids against the 
enemy.” 

Major Geiger piloted one of the three 
naval planes with medical supplies for 
relief of the victims of the hurricane 
which struck San Domingo in Sept. 
1930. He also flew a plane with relief 
supplies for the victims of the Managua 
earthquake in April, 1931. 

Major Geiger has been awarded cam- 
paign badges for service in Nicaragua, 
1912, with the Cuban Expeditionary 
Force in 1912, and service in Haiti 
1919-1920. He is a graduate of the 
Army War College course, 1929. 
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Armored-Car Marksmanship 
(TRAINING Regulations were is- 
sued last week, governing rules 
and regulations applicable to the 
general subject of armored-car marks- 
manship. The Regulation is numbered 
TR 425-90 and was prepared under the 
direction of the Chief of Cavalry. The 
regulation contains qualification re- 
quirements for the .30 caliber tank 
machine gun and the .45 caliber Thomp- 
son submachine gun. 

The object of the regulations is to 
provide a thorough and uniform sys- 
tem of conducting training in the 
military service in armored-car marks- 
manship. 

Training of the individual in armor- 
ed car marksmanship consists of 
training with the caliber .30 tank ma- 
chine gun, the caliber .50 air-cooled 
machine gun and the caliber .45 
Thompson submachine gun for armor- 
ed-car personnel. 

The training with each weapon in- 
cludes several phases. One, the me- 


chanical training which is such that 
it will insure the soldier’s ability to 
maintain the continued successful me- 
chanical operation of the weapon; 
two, preparatory range training, 
which includes sighting, aiming posi- 
tions, distribution of fire and _ ob- 
servation and adjustment of fire. 
Properly conducted, it is expected that 
this training will result in a worth- 
while saving of time and ammunition 
on the range. 

The preliminary gunner’s test is to 
determine each soldier’s skill in cer- 
tain details of handling the principal 











weapon with which his organization is | 


’ armed. It permits him to demonstrate, 
to a limited degree, without firing, his 
expertness with the prescribed weap- 
ons, thus reducing the amount of 
range practice with live ammunition 
necessary to determine his classifica- 
tion as an armored-car gunner. 


A soldier who has satisfactorily 
completed the preliminary gunner’s 
test is not again required to take the 
test during the same enlistment, but 
will be required to requalify in it in 
subsequent enlistments. 


Range practice gives each soldier ac- 
tual practice in the use of weapons 
with live ammunition under condi- 
tions that permit the result of each 
shot to be determined.

(Continued from First Page) 
his committee touch on the state or fu- 
ture of the Navy. 

However, the League’s committee took 
such action that left no doubt as to its 
support of Mr. Gardiner. After the 
League’s morning session the following 
three statements were handed to the 
newspaper men: 

Committee’s Statement 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Navy League of the United States, by 
a vote of 7 to 1, today adopted the fol- 
lowing declaration: 

“‘The Executive Committee of the 
Navy League of the United States, 
meeting in Washington today, affirms 
its faith in the statements issued by 
the League’s officials, and welcomes 
any impartial and comprehensive inves- 
tigation which will throw much-needed 
light on the present conduct of Ameri- 
can naval policy. To this end the Navy 
League gladly offers its records with- 
out reservation. Furthermore, it re- 
solves to pursue the purposes and poli- 
cies for which the Navy League was 
founded.’ 

“Those attending the meeting were 
the chairman of the Board of Directors, 
Walter Bruce Howe, of Washington, 
D. C.; the president of the League, Wil- 
liam Howard Gardiner, of New York 
City; N. M. Hubbard, Jr., of Chicago, 
Ill.; Henry Cabot Lodge, of Beverly, 
Mass.; Nelson Macy, of New York 
City; T. Douglas Robinson, of Mohawk, 
N. Y.; James W. Wadsworth, Jr., of 
Geneseo, N. Y., and Henry Breckinridge 
of New York City, who cast the signed 
vote in opposition.” 

Breckinridge’s Dissent 

“In voting ‘No’ to resolution I wish 
to record my deep conviction that Mr. 
Gardiner’s statement contained unseem- 
ly and unjustified language concerning 
the President of the United States, lan- 
guage that will not serve the best in- 
terests of the Navy or the Navy 
League, language that should not be 
approved by the Navy League.—Henry 
Breckinridge.” 

Gardiner’s “Good Faith” 

“I wrote the pamphlet published by 
the Navy League on 28th October in 
the best of good faith. I wrote it in 
the hope that it would bring home to 
my fellow countrymen, and to our se- 
lected representatives in the Executive 
and Legislative branches of our Gov- 
ernment, what I sincerely believe to 
be the very serious condition that con- 
fronts our country.—William Howard 
Gardiner, President, Navy League of 
the United States.” 

After the morning meeting the 
League committee adjourned to the 
Metropolitan Club for luncheon where 
it, unbeknown to either at the time, 
sat in the adjoining room from the 
President’s investigating committee 
which had that morning started its ses- 
sions. Later, the League committee 
returned to its offices where a lengthy 
session was had at which it evidently 
worked out its strategy for the battle. 
It was noted that Mr. Breckinridge, 
who dissented from the “disrespect” to 
the President portion of the statement, 
did not otherwise break with the com- 
mittee or the League, for he sat 
through the afternoon session and ap- 
parently aided in laying out the cam- 
paign. Two members of the League’s 
committee did not attend the meeting— 
Ogden Reid, publisher of the New York 
Herald-Tribune, who had editorially 
expressed his opinion of the “unfair- 
ness and un-American nature of Mr. 
Hoovers proceedings, and Arthur Cur- 
tis James, who expressed no opinion 
publicly. 

Earlier in the week, the President’s 
committee received considerable sup- 
port from Secretary of the Navy 
Adams, when on Monday afternoon— 
practically five days after the issuance 
of the League’s statement—he issued 
the following statement: 

“As Secretary of the Navy I wish 
to take this opportunity to express my 
unqualified disapproval of the meth- 
ods used by the Navy League in the 
pamphlet issued by it dated Oct. 28, 
1931. In tke pamphlet, the Navy 
League has descended from the high 
plane of dignified discussion to that 
of personal attack upon the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Navy, the 
President; a procedure which I deeply 
resent. In this opinion, I am supported 
by all leading naval officers with whom 
I have talked, all of whom take ex- 
ception to this method of conducting 
affairs.

WHEN the reason for the heavy sell- 

ing of Electric Power & Light be- 
came defiinitely known, general busi- 
iness uneasiness disappeared, accord- 
ing to information from E. A. Pierce 
and Co. Apparently, the immediate 
reason for the upturn in the afternoon 
was the news that the New York Cen- 
tral management was discussing with 
employees a proposal for a voluntary 
wage reduction of 10% for the period 
of one year. There are strong reports, 
as yet unconfirmed, that an announce- 
ment from Canada is impending to 
the effect that Canadian rail brother- 
hoods will agree to an emergency wage 
cut. 

The market seems stronger technic- 
ally than it has been. Pessimism as re- 
gards the immediate future of the mar- 
ket has been widespread all week. Prob- 
ably, it has been strongly influenced by 
the Bethlehem Steel and Steel Corpora- 
tion earnings statements, as well as 
by the record of September rail earn- 
ings. The net result of this pessimism, 
expressed marketwise, has been a de- 
cline in the average prices, which has 
not goneffbeyond technical limits and 
which ran into resistance of a definite 
character before danger points had 
been reached. The behavior of the 
market indicates, it seems, the rather 
definite formation of a trading range. 

Stocks which appear to have definite 
sponsorship include Allied Chemical, 
Ameriéan Can, Chrysler, Paramount, 
and North America. There is reason 
it is believed to trust the reports of 
quiet accumulations of the oils.

the liberty of saying that the pam- 
phlet is full of misleading statements. 

“In particular, I would like to state 
that the last paragraph of the last 
page is false. The budget limitations 
for 1933, which have effected a saving 
of over 50 millions of dollars, have not 
caused a single combatant ship of the 
fleet to be decommissioned, nor have 
the limitations imposed stopped the 
construction work on any of the new 
ships now building or on the modern- 
ization work being carried on on three 
battleships. 

“Finally, as a friend of the Service 
of which I am the Secretary, I re- 
gret that such a pamphlet should be 
put out by an organization which pre- 
tends to be a friend of the Navy, for 
statements like those published can 
only do the Navy harm and may serve 
to alienate the friendship of many men 
who truly regard the Navy as the first 
line of the nation’s defense.” 

The announcement of the appoint- 
ment of the board, issued by the White 
House, Nov. 2, follows: 

“The President today appointed a 
committee, comprised of Adm. Hugh 
Rodman, John Hayes Hammond, Eliot 
Wadsworth, William E. Castle, Jr., Un- 
dersecretary of State; and Ernest Lee 
Jahncke, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, to examine the accuracy of such 
statements of President Gardiner, of 
the Navy League, as may be readily de- 
termined from departmental records. 

“This inquiry ¢s solely into the as- 
sertions of fact made by President 
Gardiner in his statement of Oct. 28, 
not into his opinions or conclusions, nor 
into budgetary or general policies of 
the Navy.” 

It is interesting to note that in the 
President’s statement quoted above he 
says that the inquiry will be “solely 
into the assertions of fact made by 
President Gardiner.” This is taken 
in many quarters as indicating that 
after receiving the League’s list of 
members and making further inquiry 
the President has dropped the veiled 
threat made by one of his secretaries 
that they were going to expose the mo-

IV. 


A RELATIVELY small peace procure- 
ment program is the part of the 


Engineer Corps in the military estab- 
lishment. This Corps, however, in 
peacetime, has a very large and im- 
portant mission in improving the riv- 
ers and harbors of the country, and in 
controlling the floods that have caused 
widespread damage in recent years. 
The country has been divided into dis- 


each district for itself. 

The various War Department pur- 
chasing agents make purchases in the 
same general way that other Federal 
purchases are made, as all operate un- 
der the same basic laws governing the 
expenditure of public funds. 

When supplies are needed in the 
usual case, invitations for bids are 
sent out by mail to various prospective 
bidders who deal in the supplies de- 
sired. On a certain preannounced date, 
bids are publicly opened, and award of 
the contract is made to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder who can meet the 
specifications. 

A contract with the successful bid- 
der is entered into in all transactions 
except certain open-market purchases 
involving less than $500 in amount. 

In the open market purchases may 
be made without advertising in the 
ordinary manner when the amount in- 
volved is less than $500 and in emer- 
gencies not permitting of delay, and 
for certain classes of articles when ad- 
vertising would not heip the Govern- 
ment. 

When any items are required by 
a supply service that is not author- 
ized to procure them, such items are 
procured from the service properly 
charged with their procurement. The 
procuring service acts as a purchas 
ing agent for the using service. 

All services, for example, must pro- 
cure from the Quartermaster Corps, 
stationery and office supplies, motor 
vehicle and accessories, coal, rope, hose, 
and certain kinds of paint. 

Certain supplies that are required by 
the Army must be procured from other 
Federal Departments or agencies in ac- 
cordance with the law and regulations. 

Envelopes, for example, must be pro- 
cured from the Post Office Department; 
electric lamps and office labor-saving 
devices through the General Supply 
Committee; ice, stationery and miscel- 
laneous supplies used by the War De- 
partment in Washington are procured 
through the Treasury Department, 
Blank paper and blank envelopes for 
use in the District of Columbia are 
procured from the Public Printer. 

Inks, glues, and paste used in the 
District are procured from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office; coal and wood 
from the Bureau of Mines. The United 
States Prenitentiaries furnish certain 
cotton fabrics, brooms and brushes. 
The Quartermaster Corps, it will be 
readily seen, is the Supply Corps of 
the Army and procures the great bulk 
of military supplies; that there are ad- 
ditional supply services, each of which 
specializes in the development and 
procurement of technical equipment; 
and the procurement of all of them 
is supervised by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War.
